LuNDON, June 11—(Bulletin)—Word has just been received that a 


revolution broke out at Belgrade, Servia, at 2 o'clock this morning, and 


that King Alexander and Queen Oraga were assassinated by the troops, and 
that the Prince Karageorgevitch was declared king by ttie revolutionary 


army. Three ministers of state, a nu ber of 
aides and a brother of the 


queen were" also assasinated.

Immediately after the assassination of the king and queen this morn 


ing a new government was formed with Avakonovitch, leader of the inde- 


pendent liberal party, as premier. Among the killed were Premier Zinzar, 


M. Markovftch,• commander of the guard and his wife. 
Seventeen were 


murdered by the mob. 


MURDERS MAY INVOLVE ALL. EUROPE. 


BERLIN, June 11—Your correspondent is 
officially 
informed today 


that immediately on receipt of the news of the assassination of King Alex- 


ander and Queer* Draga, of Servto^today an interchange-of views occurred 


between the principal European governments. 
From this it is-evident that 


serious steps, involving the whole of Europe are contemplated. 
It is con- 


ceivable that the powers .may intervene and depose the self-proclaimed 


government, execute the rebels and establish joint-control of Servia, pend- 


ing the selection of a new king. 


FLAGS OF JOY ARE FLYING. 


VIENNA, June 11—A message rec eived fiere this afternoon from Bel 


grade states that the assassination of the king and queen has caused the 
greatest joy. Houses are flying flags, while bands are marching through the 
streets playing lively airs. A dispatc ii giving the details of the assassina 
tion states that Adjutant Naumovitch, Colonel Mischitch, and six young offi- 
cers of the Sixth infantry, blew in th e door of the royal bedroom with a 
bomb, alter overpowering the guards. They rushed in with drawn revolv- 
ers and confronted the royal couple. 
Officers presented the deed of abdi- 


cation'to Alexander in which it was stated that he had ruined the land 
by his marriage to a public wench. Al exander's reply was to shoot the ad- 
jtant dead. The king and queen then fled to the roof. The Officers followed 
shooting the royal pair down as they were running. 


NEARLY HUNDRED REPORTED DEAD.

Servian consul there as saying that 
nearly one hundred persons, including 


a, number of deputies, were assassinat ed during the revolution in Belgrade 
this morning. 


SEVENTEEN REPO RTED ASSASSINATED. 


VIENNA, Jun& ll^The Tageblatt after announcing the murder of King 


Alexander and Queen Draga of Servia today states that the queen's brother, 
Nikodom, who was at one time ment ioned as a possible successor to the 
Servian throne, King Alexander's two sisters, and 12 men of the guard were 
also murdered.

DETAILS OF THE MURDER. 


BELGRADE, June 11—Prince Kar ageorgevitch, now in Genwaswitz, the 


new king of servia, is a grandson of Kara-George, "Black George," who in 


1804 
raised the first insurrection against the Turks. 
The new king is 


about 60 years of age. 
He has resid ed in Geneva for some time past from 


which place he has conducted a prop aganda in favor of his claims, for the 
throne. 


The Servian assassination trouble was brought on by Alexander's high 


headedness under the influence of Q ueen Draga. The king stifled the pop- 
ular vote and put his own tools in ofli ce. When the army found this out its 
rage burst all bounds and troops rush ed to the palace last night. 


One story is that the king and q ueen were shot down by soldiers, an- 


other is that Alexander, seeing the end had come, shot Draga and then 
committed 'suicide. 


After the death" of the monarchs, the mob,'made thirsty by their taste 


of blood, then made its way to the apartments of Premier Zinser and Col- 
onel Markovitch, commander of the king's 
guards. 
Both officers, 
witli 


their wives, were shot down in cold blood. 


In all, eight persons lost their lives. 
Immediately after the assassination of the king, the mob proclaimed 


Prince Karageorgevitch, pretender, king in Alexander's place. The new gov- 
ernment was also installed by military authority, with M. Avakonovitch =of 
the Independent Liberal party as premier. 
With the proverbial speed of 


Servian politcs, the new premier Immediately convoked the National rep- 
resentatives, who were elected undW the constitution of 1901 to meet here 
immediately and arrange a new government and constitution. 


The city of Belgrade, after toe assassination of the monarchs, quickly 


returned to a state of comparative quiet and remains so today. 


King Alexander was born in 11875. 
He became king in 1889, and mar- 


ried Draga, then 49 years of ag4, with a son 16 years old in 1900.

COINCIDENCE 


That on This Date 35 
Years Ago 


King's Great Uncle Was Mur- 


dered—The Cause. 


Belgrade, June 11—A notable coin 


cidence of the affair is that on this 
date, in,18GS, Alexander's great uncle 
was also assassinated. 


This morning's tragedy is the final 


chapter in an eighty years contest be- 
tween the Kara-Georgovitch and Ob- 
renovitch families. The Kara-Georgo- 
vitch family came into power in 1S07. 
when Kara-George, 
"Black 
George" 


who, 
beginning life as a peasant, gath- 


ered his own class about him in an 
insurrection, drove the Turks from 
the country and had himself recogniz- 
ed as prince. 


He held the throne until 1817, when 


the Turks again secured control of 
the country, and placed Miloch, the 
first of the; Obrenovitchs on the throne. 
Miloch was ruler until 1839, when he 
in turn, was deposed by Black George 
and forced to flee from the country. 
After a few years the Obrenovitch 
family again secured the upper hand 
and Black George was murdered. 


After the Obrenovitch rule had last- 


ed some years, the people became 
tired of their rule and elected Prince 
Alxander, the son of Black George, to 
the throne. His rule lasted 
for 17.. 


years, during which time, in 1856, by 
the treaty of Paris, Servia was taken 


under the collective 11 jtection of the 
European powers. 


King Milan, of the Ourenovitch fam- 


ily, 
secured the thnw in 3878, but 


abdicated in favor of his son, King 
Ai>_.\audui, in 16&J. Aiv.Minuer svas uhe 
last of his race. 


The causes WntcTTlutWJitated this 


morning's revolution \vere many, but 
back of it all could he seen popular 
hatred of Queen Dra?a. Ever since 
her marriage to Alexander her hand 
lias been manifest in the rule of the 
country, and inasmuch as she was but 
one of the ladies of tln> court and held 
a more or less subsenient position at 
that, jealousy got in us work, amons 
the other court dignitaiies and quick- 
ly spread to the common people. Add- 
ed to this, was her efforts on several 
occasions 
to have one of her own 


brothers appointed successor to the 
throne.

"One 
thing Is certain — the Russian 


government, the national government, 
I mean, certainly had no complicity in 
the affair at all. That the authorities 
at St. Petersburg had any previous 
knowledge of the matter is preposter- 
ous. The whole affair occurred just as 
lynchlngs and other outbreaks occur in 
the United States— too quickly for the 
authorities to take any steps to prevent 
them." 


So declares Robert S. McCormick, 


United States ambassador to Russia, 
who recently arrived from Europe to 
attend bis son's wedding, in explaining 
the massacre of the Jews in Kishineff 
to a reporter of the New York Amer- 
ican. 


In discussing the murder of the Jews 


the ambassador said: 


"According to the official proclama- 


tion the affair was started by boys, 
whose quarrel later involved adults 
and started the massacres. It may not 
be known in the United States that tin- 
der the Russian laws every official of 
the peace in Kishineff is personally lia- 
ble for all losses occasioned by the 
riots which he failed to prevent, and 
every person, Jew or Christian, who 
suffered the loss of any property at 
Kishineff can recover the full value 
from these officials. 


"The fact tbat the governor of the 


province has been deposed would seem 
to indicate that the authorities of that 
district were at fault in not quelling 
the riots earlier. It is certainly an in- 
dication that the imperial government 
intends to investigate the whole affair 
and that investigation 
undoubtedly 


will fix the responsibility and I believe 
will show that the Russian government 
is blameless in the matter. 


"As a matter of fact, the condition of 


the Jews in Russia is rapidly being 
ameliorated, thanks to the efforts of 
the czar, who is a kind hearted, up- 
right ruler and who believes in reli- 
gious freedom and hates war and in- 
ternal dissensions. 
The condition of 


the Jews in Russia was never better 
than it is today. 


"With regard to the mass meetings 


that I am told are being held in the 
United States on the Kishineff affair, 
the situation is similar to that a few 
years ago when a number of Austrian 
citizens were killed in the Pennsylva- 
nia mining region.

NEW SAFETY DEVICE. 


TralnAntumallcally SeU Dancer Sl«- 


nai« and lud,Vvttv« It* Position. 


Robert I). Peters of Knox. Ind., is 


the inventor of a device which he 
claims will prevent railway collisions 
and other accidents, and several large 
railroad companies are negotiating for 
its use, says an Indianapolis dispatch 
to the Chicago Kecord-Uerald. 


The device consists of a system of 


signals operated by electricity, by 
which a moving train sets a signal to 
danger two miles ahead and another 
two miles behind it. An eugineuian ap- 
prouching a block knows whether or 
not there is a train on tbe same track, 
its position in tbe block and tbe direc- 
tion in which it is moving. If a bridge 
Is burned or there is a washout on tbe 
track the- signals go to danger two 
miles from the obstruction in either di- 
rection. A brokc-u rail, a switch left 
open or anything out of tbe ordinary 
taking place on the track or roadbed, 
even the placing of a tie across the 
rails or the running of a bund car over 
the road, operates tbe danger signals.
